OF NORTH AMERICA,

In the year 1771 the upheaving of those 
elements which ended in the Revolutionary 
war between Great Britian and the Ameri- 
can colouies commenced, ‘Lhe Indians be- 
ing a strong body both parties deemed it po- 
litic to negotiate for their services. Brant, 
from his attachment to his late patron, Sir 
Wm. Johnson, made up his mind with his 
warriors to adhere to his son-in-law Col, 
Guy Johnson, and when the Colonel fled to 
avoid American capture, Brant with his 
principal men followed, He was appointed 
the Colonel’s secretary, and from that time 
took a stund in favor of the royal cause, and 
through all the campaigns of this deadly 
strife evinced his strong and sincere adher- 
ence to the British Crown. The Six Na 
tions lost their extensive and fertile coun- 
try, now the gavden of the State of New 
York, through this attachment, In the 
autumn of 1775 Brant sailed for England 


| The precise object of his visit is unknown, 


but it is probable the Chief though it pra 
dent before committing himself too far by 
vctually taking the field, to consider well 
“the great king,” lest by an 
overscrupulous observance of the old cove 
nants of people he should be leading 
them to certain destruction, On his arrival 
in London he wa an inn called th 
“Swan with the two necks.’’

In the engagements in which Brant took 
part he stayed, the hand uplifted’against the 
feeble and helpless. In his attack on 
Springfield, for instance, he drove off or 
took prisoners all the men, but hid in safety 
the women and children. On one occasion 
Brant returned an infant one of his war- 
viors had carried off, With the messenger 
who took buck the child a letter ad- 
dressed to “the commanding officer of the 
rebel army,” in which the Chief stated that, 
“Whatever others might do he made no war 
upon women and children, 

On the 24th October, 1781, the last en 
gagement of importance connected with the 
Revolutionary War took place. Through- 
out these contests the Indians proved most 
valuable allies, and noone can dispute the 
bravery of the Mohawk Chief. 

When the tomahawk was buried and peace 
was proclaimed, the loyal red man was not 
even named in the treaty made between 
Great Britain and the United States, while 


| the ancient country of the Six Nations, the 


residence of their ancestors far beyond their 
cavliest traditions, was included in the 
boundary yranted to the Americans, Indi- 
ans have a great sense of their own dignity 
and importance ; they were naturally hurt 
at beingoverlooked by the power which they 
had assisted in the late war, Brant imme- 
diately exerted himself to get a home for 
his people, applied to the Ojibways whose 
head-quarters was at the River Credit, Up- 
per Canada, fora portion of their lands. 
Lhe Ojibways in Council replied :—‘ Bre- 
thren the whole country is before you, 
choose a tract for yourselves and there build 
your wigwams and plant your corn.” The 
Six Nations selected the Grand River trac 
which they said reminded them of the cou 
try they had lost, They offered payment for 
it, but the Ojibways refused compensation. 
t of 
land to the Mohawks in the Gene Val- 
ley ; butas Captain Brant long after said 
in one of his speeches, ‘“~he Mohawks 
were determined to sink or swim with 
the English, and he would never cross the 
American line to look for a home.” The 
Senecas were much disappointed at the idea 
of the Mohawks moving so far away from 
the other nations of the confederacy. 

The Mohawks having left their fields and 
possessions after the Revolutionary war, 
tollowed the example of many of their pale- 
faced brethren who sympathized with Great 
Britain, and fled to Canada under the lead- 
ership of their two principal Chiefs Brant, 
Thayendanegea and John Undeserontyoh. 
Force of circumstances facilitated Brant’s 
prominence such as his official connection 
with the Johnston family and his education. 
It is, however, generally believed that 
Captain John, who was a cousin of Brant’s, 
was very little inferior in talent and as much 
respected by the Mohawks generally as a 
warrior and leader, At all events, after 
coming to Canada these loyalist red men 
vemained for a short time at Cxrtaraqui, 
Kingston, where their missonary, the Rev. 
John Stuart had »mpanined them, From 
thence the two Chiefs set out, each with a 
suite of warriors,to select a permanent place 
for settlement. Brant’s second visit to the 
Graud River confirmed him in his decision 

sto the beauties of the scenery in its 
neighborhood, while Captain John selected 
what is now the Township of Tyendina 
They proceeded together to Quebec, the seat 
of Government, and asked ‘teneral Haldi 
mand, the then Governor of Canada, to give 
them the land they had respectively chosen. 
The grants were made, and the Mohawk 
soon wfterwards removed to thew Canadian 
homes, Brant’s followers going with him 
tothe beautiful and fertile valley of the 
Ouse or Grand River, while the adherents ot 
John embarked in their canoes and slowly 
wending their wayto the Bay of Quinte, 
eventually reached the spot which thei 
Laver had selected, and landed immediately 
opposite where the Mohawk Parsonage now 
8 ands, in May, 1754.

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RUSSIANS IN CENTRAL ASIA. 


A Widenteg Domain that ts not Prefitable— 
The Cheericss Koad to Mery. 

Be it peace or war, the Czaris bound to 
guard his possessions in Central Asia. The 
imperial politicians are of the oplnion that 
a railroad running from toe Caspian Sea 
perhaps as faras the Merv oasis would be 
the best stronghold on the Russian-Afghan 
frontier. Therefore all the energy of the 
regiments concentrated on that frontier is 
directed to the building of the railway, 
Turkomania is aland of big deserts and of 
small and rare oases, The moving of an army 
there is connected with many hardships and 
dangers. The Svet saya : 

Oar army makes in fourteen marches the 
distance from Askhabad to Mery, How hard 
these marches are one can judge from the 
fect that last June ths temperature at noon 
atood at 133° Fehr, in open places and at 
102° inthe shade, And yet the hottest 
time is in July and August. 

A gentleman who has madea trip to Merv 
has described his experience in the New! Re- 
view as follows|- 

After raving left Askhabad we began to 
feel the hardships of our travel. On the 
way we met several military wagons, drawn 
by four-horse teams, the load being 360 
poynds toa wagon. The road was sandy. 
At each up grade the drivers put six and 
even eight horaes to a wagon, and yet they 
moved very slowly. The temperature stood 
at 122° F, That wason May 16. There 
was a new danger. Somehow the spare and 
dry grass was ect afire, and the air was fill- 
ed with smoke of a disagreeable smell. A 
powder wagon took fire. Its wheels were 
covered with atraw. At the peril of their 
lives the soldiers rushed to that waggon and 
extingaished the fire with sand, 

We carried water on camel back, ia kégs. 
My mouthand throat were painfully dry, 
and I had to take a swallow every minute 
to moisten them, I witnessed there a sad 
scene, A soldier, prostrated by the heat, 
lay on the hot sand, unable to move any 
longer, feverishly clasptog a bottle with a 
little water left init, Anartilleryman with 
parched lips, came to him, and offering for- 
ty copecks(30 cents) prayed fora drink, 
«Tako it,” was the answer, ‘but I do not 
want your money, I'll die all the same,” 

The march from Lutfabad to Kaahki was 
the most pleasant of all, Beautiful orchards 
and gardens, green fields, fresh brooke, and 
many canals, many settlomenta of clay huts, 
the ploturesque ruins of old forte, were all 
that greeted our eyes for twenty miles. The 
Turcomans had for sale mik, eggs, fresh 
bread, grapes cucumbers, and other fruits, 
Tho natives are fast coining roubles since 
they became the Cuar’s subjecte. 

Aftor several waterless marches we reach- 
od, at last, Mery, which soomed to us a real 
paradise, Merv, the town is a small place, 
counting threo stroots, all told) There isa 
hotel where plain but fresh and wholesome 
food is offered at small cost, Grapes are 
five copecks per pounds, Merv is fall of 
soldiers, and life theroia monotonous, Mili 
tary bands furnish the only relief to the 
monotony. 

I am told that hundreds of engineers and 
military officers are zealously working on the 
Trane-Caspien Railway, Askhabad, tho lit- 
tle capital of the Trons-Caspian district, is 
now us lively aw any town in the Canr's 
country, and in order not to be outdone by 
any other capital it Is about to rtart its own 
journal, the Askhabad Vedomouii, which isto 
be dedicated specially to Russian interests 
in Contral Asia, 

Turke tan costs Russia millions of rou- 
blos and Turkomania hundreds of thousands, 
But when and how those. sterile tearitories 
will pay at least their own administration 
is o question which no imperial politician 
protends to be able to answor,

How to Get the Most. Butter, 


f There are several things which affect the 
vied of butter from a cow of any kind. 

t, the food of a cowaffects it; second, the 
manner of setting the milk, chiefly inregard to 
the timewhichit requires for the cream to 
rise, and third, the temperature at which 
this cream is churned. 

It has been shown by many careful ex- 
periments, and by the results of long prac- 
tioe, that succulent food helps to produce a 
large quantity of fat in the milk, and also 
has such an effect upon the same, as to cause 
the cream to separate more completely from 
the milk, leaving less fat to be loat in the 
buttermilk, Hence, the use of ensilage, or, 
what is better for most farmers and easier 
to accomplish, the feeding of roots of an un- 
objectionable kind, such as mangels or sugar 
beets in the winter, and the use of some 
kind of meal, preferably a mixture of corn 
meal and coarse middlings, with pasture in 
the summer, In winter, the use of cut hay 
or fodder, moistened with boiling ‘water, 
with which the meal is mixed, is better than 
dry hay or fodder. Further, it has been 
found, that when the milk of the whole 
herd has been mixed together, and when 
the milk has been set‘ for thirty-six hours, 
and the cream churned atthe end of twenty 
four or thirty-six hours more, the largest 
product ot butter was obtained. When 
these periods are shorter,} or longer, the 
character of the cream differs, and {there is 
4 loss of butter in one or the other of the 
settings of milk or skimmings of cream, 
Hence it is more profitable for a dairy to con- 
sist of ssmany cows as will supply cream 
enough for achurning at one milking, and 
to churn the cream of one milking by itself. 
Lastly, the temperature ofthe churning is 
of importance, both as to the time of churn- 
ing, and the quality of the butter made, 
An example from the records of Houghton 
Farm in regard to this res willZbe ex- 
ceedingly instructive, and they accord with 
& greatnumber of tests made by the writer, 
during several years past. At Houghton 
Farm, when the whole milk of a cow was 

churned at a temperature [of sixty two de- 
grees, all the butter was obtained, or in one 
case only from one and one-eight ounce to 
two and a quarter ounces from about forty 
pounds of milk remained in the battermilk, 
and was procured at a second churning. As 
double or treble churning is manifestly im- 
practicable in a business dairy, and is 
troublesome anywhere, it is very important 
to observe every necessary precantion in 
regard to the temperature of the churning. 
In the writer's dairy, the regular winter 
churning temperature was kept at sixty-two 
degrees, while the summer temperature was 
fifty-five degrees, The temperature at 
which the milk is set and the cream is kept, 
should also be uniform, so that the character 
of the cream is alwaysthe same, It may be 
thought that a few degreesin the tempera- 
ture of the cream isa small matter; but 
at results depend upon emall things in all 
uman affairs, as well agin nature; and if 
a dairyman would succeed in his business, 
he must observe carefully all these small 
things, 


Green Food for Fowls. 


Fowls cannot be kept healthful without a 
good range, or a supply of green food in 
their yards. An oxcellent plan is, to havea 
roomy yard provided for them, and plant it 
with plum or dwarf pear trees, Plum trees 
are very little troubled by curculios, when 
planted ina chicken yard, and good crops 
of fruit are secured, barring accidents of 
weather at the blooming season, The yard 
is divided into two parts; one is used fora 
month, while the other is growing up with 
green crop, as turnips, oats, peas, rape or 
mustard, which is acceptable to the fowls. 
This yard is then used, and the other is 
plowed and immediately sown. This keeps 
the ground clean, provides suitable food, 
and avoids most effectively the troublesome 
disease known as gapes; the fatal cholera is 
also evaded by this management ; the health 
being improved, more eggs will be laid,

To reach reliable conclusions respecting 


the more important diseases, the experiences 
of many observers in different localities need 
to becompared. Medical book and maga- 
zines furnish comparisons to some extent, as 
do the tr quent medical meetings, with their 
papers and discussions,. But the end is be- 
ing reached in a more systematic and 
thorough way in England. “Thus, in the 
case of acute pueumonia, reporta have been 
received by a central committee of over one 
thousand cases from four hundred and eighty 
observers. These were put in charge of a 
sub-committee to arrange, and to deduce 
from them what may be looked on as estab- 
lished regults, 
gathered out of them, and here present as a 
brief summary :

People in this country are often disposed 
to think that Socialism exists only in the 
older countries. Such an impression is 
erroneous, There are in the United States 
three forms of Socialism, of which the first 
and most pernicious is synonymous with 
communism, The communists believe in 
the division of allforms and kinds of prop-

rerty equally among the people, that all laws 


for the regulation of marriage, schools, and 
society g:nerally should be ob iterated, re- 
ducing everybody and everything to a com- 
mon level, from which it would be im; 
sible to rise. The second kind of socia 
is that the advocates of which believe that 
the state should appropriate all the means 
of production, in which case wage-labor 
would be disposed of and every one would 
be a state official with a salary, or a pension 
in case of disability. Just as the postoflice 
is controlled by the state, so should rail- 
roads aud all forms of industry be managed 
and owned, This, they believe, would do 
away with the incentive to wealth which 
is so powerful, and would reduce the people 
to the common level of being servants of the 
state, Tho third form of socialism is an 
outgrowth of this last, andis designed to 
remedy many of the obvious objections to 
that system, andis called state socialism. 
The advocates of this propose to hold sacred 
the idea of liberty Eh equality in business 
and state, but would abolish all privileges 
which are now connected with the accumu- 
lation and possession of wealth. This 
would call for the abolition of all laws under 
which complaints are incorporated, the 
ownership of all means of communication by 
the state, the abolition of all monopolies, 
and the increase of laws for the protection 
of the young, the poor, and the laborers, 

Communism is license substituted for lib- 
erty ; it is ruin for any nation, state, ple, 
or individual which adopts it. Socialism in 
its second form ignores human nature entire- 
ly, and to adoptit the human intellect 
would have to be wholly re-formed and re- 
modelled, and its controlling sentiments ob 
literated, State socialism, while taking the 
individual as he is, would make him utterly 
without ambition, and would remodel soci- 
ety and business in all its forms, It is, 
however, more easy of accomplishment than 
some of the others, But every form of com- 
munism is preposterous, Strange as it may 
seem, socialistic views, in one form or an- 
other, are adopted by hundreds of thousands 
of persons in the United States, and there 
are numbers of people evenin Canada who 
openly avow themselves as socialists. 
These olasses are more or lesa numerousin 
the larga cities of both countries, and in 
many pikeoe the baneful influence of the sya- 
tem is permeating the masses. The absurd 
ideas Involved in the fallacious speeches and 
specious arguments of its advocates, appeals 
strongly to the unthinking and illiterate who 
proniAl not object to bettering their condi- 
tion at the expense of their more fortunate 
fellow-citizons. They believe the world owes 
thom a living, which is wholly untrue, and 
are inspired to gotitas easily and with as 
little effort as possible.

The People of Labrador. 


If environment moulds a people, then the 
Labradoreans should have stropg traita 
The climate, the unique features of the 
country, the undisputed supremacy of ihe 
40a, the isolation from the world—all their 
circamstances, indeed—are sostrongly mark 
ed us to be irresistible. The population of the 
Canadian part of the coast—down to the 
boundary line at Blanc 8 :bloa—is of French 
origin, Canadian ond Acadian; the New- 
foundland part of Libr dor—the Strait of 
Belle Isle ond the Atlantic coast—is inhab 
ited by English-speaking people. Moravi- 
ans and Erquimavx ore found in the far 
North. The French Canadiana consist cf 
two classes ; a p:rt of them come here every 
spring to fish for the merchants, and retarn 
every fall to their families and small home- 
steads between Quebec and Gas 6; others 
live here permanently, own little isolated 
establishments, and tish ontheir own account 
The Acadiana have collected in two rinci- 
pal settlements, Exquimaux Point and Nat 
ashquan, where they have their schools, 
priests, churches, and some other featurcs 
of village life. 

I was fortunate in being storm-stayed at 
afew of these French Canadian homes, 
where T found now and then a person able 
to give me some account of the summer and 
winter life of the people. To begin with 
external and material things, the average 
home of Labrador génerally consists of a 
rough board dwelling, with two rooms and 
& garret, a small dock and store-house for 
receiving, cleaning, curing, and storing fish, 
and two or three «pen fishing boats, All 
these buildings perch like anxious water- 
fowls on ths bare rocks ; they never imprese 
me as homes, for they make for themselves 
no niche or placs in the surface of the earth ; 
you expect them to be washed or blown 
away at the next gale—as they sometimes 
are. For the sake of being near the fishing- 
grounds these shelters are generally estab- 


lished on some onesie island offering a 
0 


mooring or elee a beach for the boats; t! ey 


seem to be banished from the earth as far 


as possible seaward, They stand up gaunt, 
stark naked in the gales, in the midst of a 
desert of sea and rocks, 

In the best places there m.y be ina hol- 
low a little sand, enriched with decaying 


fish, where a few turnips and cabbages man- 
age to show themselves during a brief seazon.

BOILED CUSTARD.

One cup of sugar, One quarter tea- 
spoonful of salt. One teaspoonful of easence 
of vanilla, lemon or bitter almond. 

Heat the milk toa boil ina farina kettle 
or in a tin pail eet n a pot of boiling water. 

In warm weather put a bit of soda no 
larger thana pea in the milk. While it is 
heating beat the eggs ina bowl. When the 
milk is scalding, add the salt and sugar, 
and pour the hot liquid upon the eggs, stir- 
ring all the while. Beat up well and re- 
turn to the inner vessel, keeping the water 
in the outer at a hard boil. Stic two or 
three times in the firat five minutes; after- 
wards almost constantly, Ina quarter of 
an hour it ought to be done, but of this you 
can only judge by close observation and 
practice, 

The color changes from deep to yellow; 
the consistency to a soft richness that makes 
it drop slowly and heavily from the spoon, 
andthe mixture tastes like a custard in- 
stead of uncooked eggs, sugar and milk. 

When you have done it right once, you 
recognize these things ever afterward. 

If underdone, the custard will be crude 
and watery ; if overdone, it will clot or 
break, 

Take it when quite right—juet at the turn 
—directly from the fire, and pour into a 
. bowl to cool, before flavouring with the es- 
senoe, 

With a good boiled custard as the begin- 
ning we can make scores of delivhtful des- 
serts, First among these we may place, 

CUP CUSTARD, 

Fill small glasses nearly to the top with 
cold el Whip the whites of three 
oggs stiff. Beat in three teaspoonfuls of 
bright-colored ourrent jelly, if you have it, 
Heap a teaspoonful of this maringue on the 
surface of each glassful, Set in a cold place 
until it goes to table, 

FLOATING ISLAND, 


Filla glass bowl almost to the top with 
cold boiled custard anc cover with a mer- 
ingue made as in last receipt. Do not whip 
in the jelly 20 thoroughly as to color the 
frothed whites. 

It isa prettier dish when the bright red 
specks just dot the snowy mass, 

FROSTED CUSTARD, 

Makea nice custard ; let it get porfectly 
cold, and pile on it, instead of the whipped 
egg, ® large cupful of grated cocoanut, 
sprinkling it on carefully, not to disturb 
the custard. 

Eat with sponge cake,

To the Editor of the Tribune. 

As I shall leave Deseronto in a few days 
and thus sever my connection with the Pub- 
lic School Board, I embrace this opportunity 
of calling the attention of the p.aronts of 
Deseronto to the overcrowded state of the 
junior departments of the Public School,and 
to point out the fact that it is only wasting 
time and money to delay seating the new 
upper school room and employing a good 
teacher. ‘The education of the youth Aine 
Village is the vital question compared with 
which the deliberations of the Village Coun- 
cil sinks into insignificance, This is no non- 
sense but an admitted fact. 

Many a parent realizes this fact and la- 
ments the slow progress their children make 
at the school and without knowing the true 
causes, lay the blame on the teachers. A 
mother complains of the noise and bother 
her three or four children make and says 
how glad she is to get them off to school in 
the morning for they nearly drive her crazy, 
If she would follow them to school and there 
find the little family of between 80 or 90 for 
one teacher to control, let aione teach, she 
would say ‘I wonder that the asylums are 
not filled with school teachers.” 

There can be no money expended which 
will bring so large an interest as that ex- 
pended in establishing aod maintaining a 
good school for the young. To maintain a 
good school not only requires money, but 
also the co-operation and sympathy of each 
ratepayer in the section, The annual school 
meeting should be the most important meet- 
ing of the residents of any corporation, and 
the selection of trustees and teachers should 
have but one object in view, viz: How can 
we best promote the thorough education and 
refinement of our children, This subject 
is inexhaustible, but in closing I would ad- 
vise the parents of Deseronto not to be con- 
tent unt their school is first-class in every 
respect.

she holds, and, of course, fortifies Batoum 
and Kars, the keys of Armenia. ‘he bear's 
hide is thick enough already and nobody 
wants to pierce it, Every fort on the 
Black Sea which Russia builds or keeps up 
is a more serious menace to Russia that has 
to pay for them, and, as they are all inside 
of narrow-necked bottles, the rest of the

So we called him Pal, He was a good 
worker, and proved to bo cheorful and obe- 
dient, qualities not often found among the 
present generation of negro laborers, The 
summer passed without anything occurring 
to disturb the usual routine of farm labor, 
and we all became much attached to our new 
servant, 

One moraing in early antamn my daughter 
Edith came running to me, saying she had 
lost her gold ring, a present from her uncle, 
She said she had left it a few days ago on 
the bureau in her bedroom, and, on looking 
for it she had discovered that it was miss 
ing, A search of the room and house was 
made, but the missing article could not be 
found. It was learned that Pal had been 
seen inthe room. This was bad for the boy, 
and we belioved him guilt of thetheft, When 
accused he denied, saying he had not seen 
the ring. John was harsh and strict and 
discharged the boy, When he left us I no- 
ticed a tear ia his eye as he moved toward 
the gate. 

It was a cold November night, My hus- 
band being away, my daughter and I would 

spend the night alone, The weather through- 
out the day had been threatening, the sky 
overcast, the wind blowing almost a gale, 
and I feared we would havea storm, My 
fears were well grounded, for early inthe even- 
ing it began to rain, and I conld hear the 
roar of the waves as they beat angrily against 
the shore.

men, heira though they were to several thou- 
sand pounds each, were cut off penniless, 
thrown from a life of luxury into one of 
poverty and compolled to eara their living. 
This so effected Richmond Stevens, who was 
in delicate health, that he died a year after 
their misfortune came upon them, John 
Stevens remained in Montreal for several 
years, working for small wages at whatever 
he could find to do and trying from timo 
to time to win a favorable judgment from 
the courts, Failing this, he at length be- 
came completely discouraged and 


BEGAN A LIFE O¥ WANDERING 


which he continued for ten yoo, during 
which time he worked, begged and ‘/rough- 
ed it, in nearly every part of the United 
States and Canada, av well as Mexico, Al- 
aska and Central America, In California 
he made the acquaintance of Abram Becket, 
one of the old pioneers of 1849, who had 
lived his whole life in the mountains and 
among the mining camps. He told many 
curious incidents of the early days of Call- 
fornia and Celorado, and finally described a 
man and woman who had lived for many 
years Wahsatch Mountains, near Salt Lake 
City, in Utah, in whom Stevens recognized 
HIS LONG LOST FATHER AND SISTER, 


The man was old and gray, while the wo- 
man was young and handsome, The cabin 
where they were liviag was in an isolated 
spot difficult of discovery, The old man 
had stated to Becket that the woman was 
his daughter, though she did not know it, 
and that they had formerly lived in Mon- 
treal. Convinced beyond all doubt that 
they were the missing members of his own 
family, John Stevens, after much persua- 
sion, induced Becket to guide him to the 
place where they were living. When they 
arrived in Utah they found that the cabin 
had been burned. The mysterious man and 
woman had disappeared and no trace of 
them remained, Stevens, whose hopes for 
a reconciliation were now destroyed, left 
Becket and turned eastward, arriving in Ot- 
tawaio 1879. Two years afterward he went 
to Brattleboro, Vt,, where for several 
months he was a laborer on the railroad and 
worked for a dollar anda halfa day. In 
1882, while he was still working on the rail- 
road, he received a

remailed from the Montreal post-oflico, 
where it had Iain unnoticed for a long time, 
It was frem Becket, and it contained a clew 
to the missing family of the lone cabin in 
the Wahsatch Mountains, Becket sald that 
he was certain that the old man was Barth- 
olomew Stevens, that he was dead, and that 
the missing will was where it could easily 
be found, The woman could not be traced. 
Stevens was boarding with the mother of 
Miss Reavis at the time the lettor came and 
was too poor to go back to Utah in search 
of Becket, Mies Reavis effered him the 
money to ge with and Stevens accepted it, 
promising tocome back and marry her as 
soon as he obtained his property, as 


THBY WERE ALREADY ENGAGED, 


Arivingin Salt Lake City Stevens found 
that Becket had left Utah several months 
before and was now in Tucson, Arizona, 
Stevens only took half the amount which 
Miss Reavis offered him and the consequence 
was that he was obliged to leave Salt Lake 
City with only atx dollars in his pocket. 
With a month's food on his back he started 
on foot for Tucson, unarmed and at the 
mercy of thevarious tribes of Indians whose 
country he had tocross. He was captured 
by them in Arizona, ond though he was 
released he ws# nearly three months reaching 
Tucson, Finding Becket, who was several 
miles out of the town, exhausted another 
month, Becket was delighted to see him, 
and they immediately started back toward 
Utsh. Becket had found the 
DEAD AND MUTILATED nODY, 
of the old manina cave about ten miles 
from the site of the burned cabin. A wallet 
fall of papors lay on the floor of the cave 
near the dead man and a sealed package 
addressed : ‘* To the frieondsof Bartholomew 
Stevens, formerly of Montreal, Canada,” 
Becket had taken the package to Salt Lake 
City, where he had lett them with a friend 
for safe keeping. When Bocketand Stevene 
roached Salt uke City, in October, 1883, 
the man with whom the papors had been left 
was dead, and his friends had gone back 
East, whore their home was, Another 
month was lost in getting aw letter from 
them, and then the precious papers were 
found, The wallet contained the 
LAST WILL AND TESTAMENT 

of Bartholomew Stovens, and the sealed 
package {nformed him that his father had 
been mysteriously slain, while his sister 
had disappeared, How his body ond tho 
papers camoin the cave and who burned 
the cabin are yet to be discovered. 


STEVENS AT ONCE WROTH 
Miss Reavis what had happened, and asked 
her to send him money with which to come 
home, Arelative got tho letter imstead, 
and imitating her handwriting, wrote Stev 
ons that if he wanted money to come home 
with he had best stay where he was and 
carn it, As no othor alternative was now 
left him, he had to take the unpleasant ad 
vice, The opparent falthlossness of Miss 
Reavis affected him so seriously that he 
was taken slok after a fow weeks, and for 
soversl months his life was despaired of. 
At length someone who know the most of 
his history wrote to Miss Reavis a full ac 
count of Stevens’ condition. She immedi- 


ately sont on a very liberal remittance, As 
soon as he was able, Stevens started for 
Montreal, where he had no difficulty in get- 
ting

train that the breaks were failing to per- 
form their work, Consternation soized 
every one, and »reparations were made to 
abandon the train as speedily as possible, 
but before any determination could be ar- 
rived at it was plain that to jump was to 
meet death ina horrible form, Each second 
increased the velocity of the cars, A roar 
as if a long express ranning at the rate of 
sixty miles an hour was dashing by, con- 
vinced the men on the wild cars that they 
were being wairled along at least eighty 
milos in sixty minutes, and then the fearful 
thought of being hurled to death flashed

coalin the cars was bubbling and boiling ; 
a thick cloud of dust followed the lurching 
cars, and the noise was awful. I threw 
away my hat, buttoned my coat, and prepar- 
ed myself fora jump. To make the leap at 
that time would have been to mect with in- 
stant death, and my only chance for life 
was to spring when the final crash came, 
which I saw was not far distant, My 
senses almost loft me; the rapidity with 
which the train was moving had lost its ter- 
rors; peouliar fascination for the weird 
scene seemed to possess me, and all my en- 
ergies appeared to centre in holding fast to 
the rim of the coal hopper, Suddenly I felt 
a jarring of the car, and knew we had left 
the track, The next instant I sprang 
from my position on the bumper ; that leap 
I shall never forget. Instantly my past life 
was photographed before my eyes, and my 
only thought was a short prayer, not spoken, 
but flashed through my brain with myster- 
ious apetty The next thing remembered 
by me I was running among the grass and 
weeds, far away from the wreck, ‘The rear 
car had turned over, and coal, wheels, and 
springs were flying thick in the air, In 
jumping I struck upon my feet in mashy 
ground, turned a somersault, plunged my 
head {nto the mud, then, springiog to my 
feet, ran a short distance, 
and found Pescock upon his back lying on 
the tie end of the track, 
the wreck and lay jast where he had fallen ; 
the blood was flowing from his mouth, nose, 
ears, and his skull seemed broken and badly 
mashed, He died in about two hours, 

“f found Mr. Osakford dead, He had 
tried to drop himself from the train that he 
might strike an open spaco at a slack pile, 
but the projecting platform at the store- 
house caught him, ‘The force of the collis- 
fon tore off the ends of two heavy oak planks 
from the platform, twisted the spikes which 
held them, aud tore off the top of one of his 
shoes, gashed a terrible wound in hia side, 
and tossed him in the air, flinging him to 
the ground with broken arms and fractured 
skull. He never spoke, 

“Just above the store, in the bed of the 
branch we found Mr, Toman lying upon his 
back terribly injured, His right leg was 
broken, his shoulder blade smashed to atoms, 
and he received other injuries on his head 
and body. He died the next morning. A 
quarter of a mile farther up the track Mr, 
Mitchell's body was found lying by the rail- 
road, with his skull shattered and his brains 
sosttered along the track for many yards, 
The wrock of the rear car broke the connect- 
ing pin which held the two cara together, 
and the front or forward car sprang leose 
snd ran about half a mile further on down 
the track and upset, flinging Mr, Hudson 
out on the hillside, seriously but not fatal- 
ly injuring him He had o rib or two 
broken, his head was badly contused, but 
he was able to walk up the track and help 
move the body of Mr, Hall, who had fallen 
off the car above the second wreck and had 
beon instantly killed, 

“The time ocoupied, as well as I oan 
judge, from the moment we started down 
the incline to the final wreck was probably 
not longer than two minutes, and the dis- 
tance travelled was about three miles,”

the neighboring clergy,

Hill met with a good deal of sym- 
pathy, but not sufficient to enable him to do 
more than raise the walls. He then applied 
to the Band for a grant, but owing to some 
jealousy which arose on the part of the 
people at the eastern end of the Reserve the 
amount given was not as large as looked 
for, However, after Mr. Hill's death an- 
other appeal was made to the liberality of 
the tribe, which with the aid of a Bazaar 
suggested by the wife of the Incumbent— 
which proved a success pecuniarly—the 
church was enclosed and opened for Divine 
Service in June, 1863, called ‘*All Saints 
Church,” But though used and filled every 
Sunday by a devout congregation, the 
church was not finished; there was neither 
tower nor bell. With a view of some day 
havir & « tower put up, members of the Hill 
family and other members in the parish, by 
dint of earnest perseverance in getting up 
concerts, garden parties, &c., raised enough 
money to purchase a handsome bell. Eariy 
in 1884 the 100th anniversary of the arrival 
of the tribe on the Reserve, the idea was 
conceived of erecting a tower commemora- 
tive of the event.

NEWS OF THE DAY. 


There were 135 new cases of cholera and 
51 deaths on Monday in Palermo. 

Amongst the 700 valuable imported cattle 
now in quarantine at Levis, is one cow yal- 
ued at $15,000. 

It is hinted that the Sultan is going mad, 
Unfounded rumors are afloat of attempts to 
poison him, 

The remainder of the Servian reserves has 
been called out ; all the military surgeons 
have gone to the fronteer. 

John Nicholson, editér of the Desert Netes, 
the organ of the Mormon Church, has been 
found guilty of polygamy. 

The Anglo-American Cable Company an- 
nounces a dividend of five shillings per share 
only half last year’s dividend, 

Mr. John Dillon advises Irish tenants who 
are contemplating the purchase of their hold- 
iags not to pay but ten year’ purchase. 

Owing to the number of French Cabinet 
Ministers defeated at the polls the Govern- 
ment will have to resign or be greatly re- 
modelled, 

The news from Montreal with respect to 

small-pox is the best which has come for 
many weeks; on Monday there were only 19 
deaths. 
_ Lhe Brunswick Diet will met on the 20th 
inst., to elect a regent. Prince Albert, ne- 
phew of the Emperor William, will proba- 
bly be chosen. 

On Saturday a terrible accident happened 
on the Fergus Falls branch of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, by which tive 
men lost their lives, and 30 or 40 were more 
or less injured. 

Another affray in which the knife was 
used, with, itis feared, what will prove to 
be fatal effect, occurred in Montreal on Sa- 
turday, a wharfman being stabbed in a vi- 
tal part by a icllow-workman during a 
quarrel. 

Several “prominent citizens” of Lawrence 
Couuty, Dlinois, have been converted by 
Mormon missionaries and are leaving on the 
12th for Utah. In the meantime the rotten 
eggs of the orthodox are being lavished up- 
on them. 

A sentry of the Prince of Wales’ Rifles, 
while on duty at the Exhibition buildings 
in Montreal on Saturday night, accident- 
ally shot a member of the V ictoria Rifles, 
the wounded man dying in the hospital 
yesterday morning. 

A Yale special says an accident occurred 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway near Kam- 
loops, by which oue white man and five 
Chinese were killed, and a number wound- 
ed. A cow threw the engine from the 
track, ‘Lhe cars were badly smashed. 

Ex-Governor Franklin J, Moses, of South 
Carolina, has been sent:nced to three years 
in the Massachussets St.te prison for ob- 
taining money unJer false pretences. He 
had failed in the legal profession, and had 
for the third time got money dishonestly.

HUL-BUILDING ON THE NILE, 


How the British Soldiers Made Bricks 
Without Straw. 


Hutting the troops seemed an almost her- 
culean labor until it was fairly faced. Butt 
before long the men were in full swing cf 
brickmaking, and we learned to our grea 
surprise that after all there “nh no speci.! 
difficulty in making bricks without straw, 
Most assuredly there was no straw, nothing 
bnt pure unadulterated Nile mud in the 
bricks of which our troops made their huts, 
At first it was not found easy to make bricks 
which would not crack in drying; but cffi 
cers compared notes, and by and by the 
best size and the right thickness were found, 
and regiments turned out their 5 000 and

appear as though this woodlows country 
could produce the poles or these scattered 
hamlets the straw mats which we wanted, 
not in hundreds, but in thousands, But 
the power of the purse prevailed, A price 
was paid, probably four times au great 19 
the nitive mind had aver coneeived, leaving 
beyond doubt a handsome surplus to the 
soller after the native authority had taken 
his share; and seller and authority alike 
combined to supply our wintsa, The usual 
tricks of the dishonest dealer were tried, 
Mats for which at starting so much a piece 
was paid grow graduslly smaller, and until 
this was found out and they were unrelled 
and boughs by the yard the weight was 
made up by stones placed inside, But by 
one method or another we succeeded in got 
ting 8,000 mata and between 18 000 and 19,- 
000 poles, and before the middle of May

At Birmingham, England, this college is 
located, Englishmen are justly proud of it, 
with its chemical and biological laboratories, 
departments of civil and mechani.al engine- 
ering, mathematics, architecture ; in short, 
& course fitting a student to receivea degree 
from London University, which, as is well- 
known, has no supe in its scientific re- 
quirements, All departments are open 
equally to both sexes, 

Below is given a brief biographical sketch 
of Josich Mason, the founder of this college, 

Eighty years ago, in Kidderminster, in a 
poor Flain home, Sir Josiah Mason was born, 
His father was a weaver, and his mother 
was the daughter of a day-laborer, At 
eight years of oge, Josiah began the struggle 
of life for himself. Filling two baskets 
with baker's cakes, he sold them about the 
atreets, the buyers oft-times giving Joe an 
extra penny, because they liked the child, 
Finally a donk; y was obtained, and for 
seven yeara the boy led him from door to 
door with a bag across bis back ; cakes in 
one end, and Vegetables and fruit in the 
other, forsale. When Josiah was fifteen, 
he taught himself shoe-making, bat could

letters and valentines for the poor people 
around him, With this money he bought 
books, for he longed for an education, He 
had no liking for novels, but read theology, 
history and science. After this he became 
blacksmith and carpet-weaver, but was rest- 
less and eager for a broader life, 

He was now twenty-one, He went to 
Birmingham at Christmar, to see an uncle in 
the making of gilt toys, fell in love with his 
C usin Annie, and married her the followin, 
year. This proved the blessing of his life, 
and for fifty-two years, childlees, they were 
all in ajl to each other, After six years of 
hard work the promise of succeeding to the 
business was broken, and Mason found him- 
se f at thirty, without employment, and. 
with only a hundred doliars in the world, 
A year later he found a situation in the 
split-ring business. Here he invented a 
machine for bevelling hoop rings, and made 
five thousand dollars the first year ! Hence- 
forward his history reads like a fairy tale. 
He soon invented an improv+ment in steel 
pens, and finally hecame the greatest pen- 
muker in the world, employing one thousand 
work People, and making over five million 
pens weekly, Often tixty tons, or ninety 
million pens, were in his shops.

The War Ship Colossus. 


Laid down at Po temcuth, in June, 1879, 
and launched in March, 1882, the powerfal 
armorclad Colossus, which may be fairly 
said to represent the latest and most perfect 
development of a fighting ship, went out 
of harbor the other mornirg for the trial of 
her heavy gun mountings and auxiliary arm- 
aments, «hich was all that was r«quired to 
complete her for sea, Owing, however, to 
certain defects manifesting themselves in 
the gun mechanism, the trial of the after- 
turret guns was not completed, daylight 
having gone before the necesssry readjust- 
ments could be made. 

The Colossus is a powerfully armed double- 
turret ship of modern des'gn and construc- 
tion, and was the first battleship built of 
steel ot Portemouth, In this respect she 
differs from her protototype the Jnflexible, 
as well as in some others, and most particu- 
larly in regard to her guns and gun gear. 
As in the older ship, the turrets are arrang- 
ed diagonally across the middle line amid- 
ships, so as to enable the whole of the guns.

Mr, Ruskin, having turned his mind to 
chess in his old age, makes a wise remark 
upon the game, riting to the author of a 
work upon chess, he says,— 

“Tn all notes on chess that I ever read, 
there is tomy notion a want of care to point 
out where the losing player first goes wrong. 
Often it is said, ‘Sacha move would be 
stronger,’ but scarcely ever why stronger, 
and no player ever confesses by what move 
he was first surprised,” 

Juat the same thing has often occurred to 
us when we have seen the living wreck of a 
human being—a woman before the police 
court for drunkenness, a man sentenced to 
prison for forgery, & married pair living in 
avoidable squalor, a stalwart man sunk to be 
a bar-keeper. That woman once was an 
innocent child; that forger once held his 
head high as on honest citizen ; that forlorn 
couple began their married life cloon and 
decent ; that bar-keepor was once a respect- 
able porter, 

In each of these cases, there was ® moment 
when the “‘losing player firet wont wrong.” 
In some Instances, though not in all, the in- 
dividual can distinctly remember it, and the 
moment may have ocourred vory carly in 
life. ‘There are boys and girls, now appar- 
ently innocent and safo, who are meditating 
the false move, or mokingit withoutthought, 
which will bring them to dishonor and ruin 
twenty, thirty, forty years hence, 

Two thousand years ogo, it was a familiar

in grateful terms to the uniform kindness of 
the British Government to the Red Man and 
the devotion and attendance of the Mohawks 
to the British Church and Crown. The Band 
at Tyendinaga held their centennial celebra- 
tion on the 4th of Sept. to which were invit-

others from all parts of Canada, many of 
whom came to take part with and assist’ the 
Red Brethren in the festivities of the day. 
The Tribe assembled en masse in the beanti- 
ful grove adjoining the old Church and Par- 
sonage; the bell rang out merry peals at in- 
tervals, flags were floating in all directions, 
and the park was dressed in holiday costume. 
Long tables groaned with yood things provi- 
ded by the kind Mohawk women andthough 
hundreds partook of the bountiful meals, 
there was abundance to distribute among the

would depart from the usual custom and de- 
liver his address before proceeding to con- 
firm the candidates, Hehad no doubt they 
had all come intelligently to receive confir- 
mation havin previously learned the Cate- 
chism, Creed and Lord’, yer, aud they 
had all been taught by their clergymen the 
duties incumbent on ‘th in consequence 
of Confirmation. He observed that most of 
them were young and Confirmation was es- 
pecially suitable for the young. St. Paul 
calls ita rudiment of the Christian Faith, 
He would solemnly impress upon them the 
| duty of regarding itasmore than a mere form 
| —4n error which led to bad’ results, They 
had come possibly because their neighbors 
me, or their friends had urged them or 
clergyman had importuned them, When 
viewed in that light the ordinance lost all 
its significance and importance, They were 
rather assembled to receive God's grace ina 
| divinely appointed ordinance, and unless re 
garded in that light Confirmation would be 
of little benefit. That could not be unim- 
portant which St. Paul calls an elementary 
ordinance and which had been practised by 
St. Peter, St. John and other apostles, It 
was 4 channel through which God works on 
their souls if they would but let him, All 
depended on the ‘spirit in which they came. 
While other things added to its solemnity, 
it was because it was a divinely ap- 
pointed ordinance that Confirmation derives 
its chief importance, but in a Church of 
England point of view, this importance was 
heightened by the fact that in Contirmation 
they made a solemn public confession of 
their church membership. Each of them by 
this act said, ‘‘] am here to make public 
profession of Christianity” not in general 
terms, as if unattached to hny religious com- 
munion or as friendly to all denominations, 
but asa member of the Church of England. 
Christ attached a great blessing, as many 
passages of Scripture show, to a public pro- 
tession of his name. However much people 
say that this public confession is of no con- 
sequence provided the heart is right, they 
were not to believe them. The heart being 
| right was not a substitute for the divine 
means of grace. St. Paul insisted on a right 
heart, “For with the heart man believeth 
| unto righteousness,” but he also’ called 
for a public profession, “If thoushalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God has 
raised him from the dead thou shalt be sav- 
ed.” In St. Paul’s day a public confession 
was made at the risk of persecution or 


| 


an item of respectability. He would urge 
them to bear in mind that by Confirmation 
they became faithful soldiers of their great 
Master, and he further advised them when 
they heard their Cauich maligned or assailed 
to revert to their Confirmation. There were 
other reasons which enhanced the‘importance 
of Confirmation, but a principalone was that 
it Was a preparation for Holy Communion. 
In reading the New Testament they would 
find there was nothing of which such won- 
derful things were said as regarding the 
Supper of our Lord. In the 6th chapter of 
John, Christ used some mysterious language 
in reference to ‘‘eating his flesh.” The ser- 
mon in that chapter he explained on the 
night of his betrayal when he ssid “Take 
eat; this is my body.” St. Paul makes 
much of the Lord’s Supper having had a 
special revelation concerning it, and he 
urges the duty of previous prepacation. 
Holy Communion was the highest of all 
privileges, and yet by thousands it was light- 
ly esteemed. One thing the candidates 
would find against them, viz.: the bad ex- 
amples of their seniors who should be ex- 
amples to them. Multitudes of members of 
the Church turned their backs on the Sup 
per of the Lord. His Lordship in a master- 
ly yrefuted the various excuses which 
are given for anon-observance of Holy Com- 
munion, all of which exe *he showed 
were empty and void. In treating of Con 
firmation in regard to Church membership, 
he stated that the Church required active 
work, not merely attendance, but active 
earnest work, If they acted up to that, 
they would become a,great power for good 
They should take a deep interest in the ex 
tension of the church and in the mission 
work of the Diocese. Their first duty was 
their own parish ; to complete, for example, 
the Church in which they were assembled. 
They should so act now that others would 
see that after Confirmation they led differ- 
ent lives, not different in being ostentatious- 
Jy religious, but by being more given to 
prayers and self-d ; to conquering lusts 
and appetites, by being temperate; thus 
others would see that Confirmation was a 
real benefit. Confirmation, he considered, 
a great benefit to the congregation, as many 
who were confirmed in, their youth were led 
to self-examination, their memory reverting 
| totheir own Confirmation. In conclusion 
he prayed that they all might grow in grace 
and the knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Hyinn‘347' was then sung and the candidates 
being presented by the Rector were con- 
| firmed by the Bishop. After singing hymn 
| ‘322’ the oflertory was taken up and this in- 
teresting service came to «a close. Holy 
| Communion was subsequently celebrated, 
all the candidates for Confirmation receiv- 
ncrament,

| deeply interesting. The Bishop's eloquent 
and admirably conceived address was most 
impressive and was listened to with rapt at- 
| tention by the large congregation. The la

Engineering Enterprise. 


The year 1885 seems likely to be memor- 
able in the annals of engineering enterprise 
in Europe, It has seen the opening of the 
Mersey Tunnel, the completion of the Sev- 
ern Tunnel, and the sanctioning of Parlia- 
ment of the great scheme for the construc: 
tion of a sbip canal from the{Mersey to Man- 
chester, The Mersey Tannel, which con- 
nects Liverpool and Birkenhiad, is only a 
mile in length, but it experienced greater 
delays, and its construction covered on the 
whole a longer period than that under the 
Severn. Neither of these works is as gigan 
tic as those which, as far as the railway 
system is concerned, have abolished the 
Alps, nor as the Arlberg Tunnel, in Austria, 
which was completed two years ago. The 
engineering diffiouities to be overcome in 
work which has to be carried on under an 
arm of the sea are, however, far greater than 
those which are confronted in piercing 4 
mountain chain, The great Swiss tunnels 
were driven through solid rock, which was 
drilled away by machinery. The Severn 
Tunnel has been cut through sandstone, al- 
luvial gravel, and marl, and it may almo st 
be said through underground reservoirs o 
spring water, Its success seemed to prove 
that, given the necessary money, scarcely 
any work is impossible to the skill and per- 
a+verance of modern engineers, Triumphs 
of this kind over the obstacles which nature 
interposes to the intercourse of mankind are 
among those great victories ce -hath, 
which in the present day are no leas renoun- 
ed than war, Modern engineering is chang- 
ing the face of the earth. Mountains inter- 
posed need no longer make enemles of na- 
tions, which like kindred drops, to use Cow- 
ee figure, may now mingle into one. M. 
de Lesseps, by the Suez Canal, has turned 
the course of commerce, and the success of 
his great onterprise at Panama would re- 
move, as it were, a whole continent out of 
the way of ships steaming to Australia and 
the Southern Pacifico Oceav. This increase 
of intercommunication, with the now facili- 
ties of exchange which it gives, is one of the 
most characteristic features of the age. The 
world becomes smaller every year, as ite 
most distant parts are brought nearer in 
time to ono another; and itis not improbable 
that yhe cheapness of all commodities from 
which trade is suffering is one of the firgt 
rosults, and will in the long-run prove to be 
one of the greatest benefits tho age off great 
engincers have given to the world,

"And the very God of peace sanctify you 
wholly, and I pray God your whole spirit 
and soul and body be preserved blameless un- 
to the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 
Ist Thess. v, 2 


What better wish than this could any 
mortal utter? What language could better 
express the deep interest. felt by him who 
uses it in the welfare of those to whom it is 
addressed, It accords so much with my 
own emotions, and harmonizes so complete- 
ly with the considerations which govern me 
now, dear brethren, that it seems almost us 
if St. Paul had penned it for the present oc- 
casion, TIannounce it as the concentration 
of what 1 desire for a people for whom I 
have labored nine years and whom I regard 
with Christian affection. 

“The very God of peace sanctify you 
wholly.” It is to be regretted that so many 
Christians are satisfied withonly partial sanct- 
fication. They could live under the con- 
stant and controlling influence of the 
Holy Spirit. Christ has purchased for them 
an.uninterrupted day of peace. Because of 
the immense price he paid they should have 
the Comforter always with them. But they 
only will have partial sanctification, and 
they therefore have only partial Christian 
benefits. The influence and advantage of 
Holy Baptism in the case of many of you 
have not been what they might have been, 
because the promises made at the font have 
not been kept; and the Holy Spirit, _in- 
stead of being invited to remain with you 
by faith, prayer and good works, has oiten 
been kept away by unbelief, transgressions 
and impenitence, 

I desire that you ever bear fruit unto 
holiness, that in the end you may have ever- 
lasting life. I would that your souls should 
ever be fragrant with the blossoms of piety, 
and enriched with the constantly ripening 
productions of which ‘the seed is the 
word.” 

But with only partial sanctification, this 
can never be, 1 therefore pray “the very 
God of peace to sanctify you wholly.” May 

your souls be thoroughly cleansed by the 
blood of Christ, and may you be ‘washed 
in 4 perpetual reapplication by the spirit, 
of the waters of the one regeneration, until 
there be in you neither spot nor wrinkle nor 
any other thing.” 

Othat I could hope that this prayer 
will be answered, and that, as tho result, 
every one of you will be wholly sanctified, 

Beloved brethren, help mejto some reali 
tion of this. Joi your, prayer to mine. 4 
to become what the petition implies you 
wish to be. Strive ever for more und more 
newness of life; and, by thus co-operating 
with the Holy Spirit, hasten the time when 
your sanctification shall be complete and 
entire, Then hearing of your progress, | 
shall rejoice and be exceeding glad. 

“I pray God your whole spirit and soul 
and body be preserved plameless until the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ.” I have 
taught, as you are aware, and as in duty 
bound, the ultimate resurrection of our bo- 
dies as a consequence of the resurrection of 
our Lord, and in connection with this truth, 
the certainty of recognizing each other in 
heaven. Theimportance of the body, the’essen- 
tial part of the individual, has been insisted 
on, and it has been shown that, as after the 
general resurrection it is to be spiritualized 
and live foreyer, so it is wrong to assert, as 
many Christian teachers do, that is only 
the soul of which we should specially 
be careful. Linculcated the truth, that at- 
tention and care should be bestowed upon 
both body and soul; that both of them are 
to be educated and prepared for heaven ; 


and that, for this end, both are to be kept | 


under the very best training and influence, 
Tn all that I said to this elect, I am cles ly 
sustained by St, Paul in the words before 
us. For when he says ‘*Ipray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be presery- 
ed blameless until the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ,” he plainly teaches the import 
ance of protecting the body as wellas the 


| soul from contamination, and looking to 


its continued existence, in sore sense even 
atter dissolution, he desires to be “blame- 
less” until the day of judgment. 

I cannot do better than reiterate that de- 
sire, As applied to you it is thorougly my 
own.

THE SEASON FOR 
ATIONS. 


To the Editor of the Tribune, 


Srm,—Now is the time'when, if the owner 
of land desires the additional beauty, health- 
fulness, and fertility which the presence of 
well-placed and sheltering groves or wind- 
breaks on his farm is sure to bestow, he can 
work to advantage. All this month and 
till frost sets in, young maples, elms, hick- 
ories, oaks, basswoods, beeches, pines, and 
other evergreens may be obtained from the 
forest and planted with fair hopes of suc- 
cess. For the deciduous trees this is the 
best time; for evergreens, early June is bet- 
ter, but these also will do well now with 
care, and spring is so hurried a season, that 
planting, it left till then, is-apt to be left 
over altogether. 

The practice of planting, encouraged, I 
think, toa great extent by the publications 
in its favor which several governments in 
America have wis ly circulated, is becoming 
every year more common. In ten years 
from now, it appears to me, a farm desti- 
tute of windbreaks, a well preserved wood 
lot, ora thriving close set plantation of 
some acres of forest trees along its exposed 
side, will be almost unsaleable, May sug- 
gest to your reader that it is not well to be 
behind the times—that u few weeks’ work 
now would set the forces of nature to work 
in this respect—that a few thousand trees 
well planted, und given afterwards some 
slight care in mulching or stirring the 
ground with the cultivator, will be, night 
and day improving in size and beauty, and 
giving not only to the owner the pleasure 
of contemplating the work of his hands and 
its continually increasing grace and efficien- 
cy, but also informing every passer-by that 
here is the residence of one who, amid his 
ayocations of crop and cattle raising, finds 
time to examine the causes of fertility, 
knows the beneficial influence exerted by 
the forest on the field, and uses his know-

THE FARM. 


Poultry Points. 
Young chioks flourish on hay seed. 


It is eaid that fifty hens wi)l make enough 


guano to manure five or six acres of corn, 


Donot neglect the fowls now because 


they are not bringing in daily returns as 
they did earlier in the season, 

Plenty of green food; corn, oats, bran, 
buckwheat, ground bone, oyster shells and 
pure fresh water, isthe whole secret of feed 
ng fowls for profitable purp ses, 

If you will put your chicks in fresh ceops 
feed haked johnny-cake, stale bread in scald 
ed milk, giving no water until two weeks 
old, you will not be troubled with gapes. 

Many persons stem to think that poultry 
cannot be profitable unless they can have 
their full liberty, and can obtain most of 
their living from what they can pick up 
while foraging on their own account, But 
thisisa mstake, Hen: running at lorge, 
unless closely watched and cared for, seldom 
pay very well. They often have to scratch 
too hard for their Jiving, and what eggs 
they lay are largely lost, or in some way 
wasted, Then the chickens get caught by 
hawks, foxes or other animals of prey, 


Crop Suggestions. 


The stubble in wheat fields should be 
burned over as soon as it is well dried, in 
order that the insects my be destroyed. 


When a timothy sod has borne one crop 
of hay thatis enough for one year, The 
after-growth ia worth more to lie on the 
mene as protection for the roots than it 
can be as pasture. 

Land that has had a crop of oats or barley 
on, it ard is intended for wheat, should be 
broken up twice to prevent a mixture of 
the two grains, The first plowing plants 
the scattered grains of the previous crop, 
anditsoongerminates, The second plowing 
destroys the sprouts. 

The only proper time to use the hay ted- 
der is as soon as possible after grass is cut 
Lighten it up then, and it will very soon be 
in position to put into cock without injury. 
If clover hay is partially dried before being 
shaken up, its leaves, which are its moat 
valuable part, are broken offand destroy- 
ed, 

Let any farmer compute the sum which a 
fall annual cropjof apples would bprodncs: 
even at a low rate per bushel, and he will 
be surprised to find how much more profit- 
able his apple orchard is than sny part of 
the farm devoted to grain growing. With 
good management and manureing a full 
crop of apples may be grown every year 
with as much certainty as any grain crop 
and with less expense. 

The reason for a rotation of ctors is that 
no two plants of different kinds require the 
same proportion for their nourishment, 
The grains and gress: s may soon exhaust the 
supply of silica, These should, therefore, 
not immediately succeed each other in 
rotation, They ought to followed by acro 
which needs less of silica but more of pota 
or some other mineral salts. 


The form and smoothners of potatoes are 
importantin determining their marketable 
yalue, One with few eyes and thcse onthe 
surface will be s»lable, though much smaller 
than the one which {s rough and has deeply 
sunken eyes, The early Uhio and Snow- 
flake varieties seldcm grow to the largest 
size, but their emoothness makes them 
desirable when not larger than a hen’s egg, 
and thus very few are unmarketable, 


CUT TO PIECES BY KNIVES. 
Aj Yeung North West Farmer's Terrible 
Death, 


The other day word was brought to Fort 
Macleod that Bob Whitney, of Whitney 
Bros,, had been thrown from a moving ma- 
chine in the hay-field, and had recelved 
very severeinjuricr. Doctors DeVeber and 
Girard were sent for, avd went at once to 
the spot, Young Whitney was cutting grass 
with a mower, and as he wason rather rough 
ground, the machine was set high, to avoid 
the lumps, It was supposed that one of the 
nuts which held the seat came off, and ag 
the machine went intoa rut, the horses 
started, and in holding them the seat swung 
around on the single fastentac Ag he was 
aboutto jump he slipped and fell on the 
back of the machine among the knives, His 
left hand was caught, and reaching out with 
the right to extricate it, that one also was 
drawn into the machine, 

The Injuries which he recelyed were ter- 
rible ones, and it isa great wonder that he 
was not killed on the spot. Tho left hand 
was completely cut off just above the wrist, 
and again his arm was cut off some four in- 
ches higher, The doctors were obliged to 
out it again further up, The right arm, 
below the shoulder joint, was out entirely 
to pleces, the doctors taking about four in- 
ohes of bone out. Tho arm was nearly out 
off, only a few muscles and pleces of skin 
remaining. The whole of the inside of his 
Joft leg, from the knee up, was cut off, and 


thore was an ugly out on the chest. The 
righ’ log was slightly wounded, where the 
guard ran intoit, After the acoldent, tho 
wounded man walked about balf a milo, and 
met his brother, who was at work near by. 
He was at once taken to the cabin, and the 
dootors sent for. Daring the timo of his 
suffering, the poor fellow showed wonderfal 
nerve aud pluck, He was very restless until 
his brothers arrived, After that all his 
thoughts were of his mother, thonsands of 
miles away. He repeatedly said that he 
oared nothing for himself, ‘ but it will kill 
my mother,” As he lived, so ho died a 
brave, true-hearted boy.

I found myself none 
the worse for the privation, and now, with 
the exception, p: rhaps, of a little champagne 
at dinuer, I drink nothing.” 

Sophokles street, one of the moat crowd- 
ed thoroughfares of Athenr, was the scene on 
8 recent night of an exciting shooting affray, 
Gabrielidis, the editor of the Acropolis, was 
attacked by a medicil-student, who struck 
him and demanded the retraction of an art- 
icle reflecting upon him in that morning’s 
paper The editor drew a revolver to de- 
end himself, and shot at the student, but 
missed, and hit instead a French newspaper 
somreipondinyy M. Delonguy, who was pass- 
ing » block away, The shot was fatal, and 
the Frenchman died two days after, expres- 
sing the wish that Gabrielidis might not be 
prosecuted, The latter surrendered him- 
self to the police immediately after the 
shooting. 


The Emperor of Russia has given the Im- 
perial paloce in the holy city of Kieff to 
the Grand Dutchess Alexandra Petroyna, 
who intends to make it her principal resid- 
erce. This palcce was built within the lost 
twenty years by the late Czar, It is a vast 
building in the rococo style, with large 
courtyards, galleries and pavilions, all the 
apartments being sumptuously furnisheda 
and they contain an immense collection o; 
valuable drawings and engravings, and some 
splendid china and objects of art, which 
were bronght here from St. Petersburg in 
1876 for the visit of the King and Queen of 
Italy. The gardens are very fine, and con- 
tain some grand old trees, while the conser- 
vatiories and vineries are not to be surpassed 
in Russie, The park extends to the Dnieper, 
and from the terrace are extensive views of 
the pecpees and the Imperial forest of 
Teohernike ff, which affords capital hunting: 
The old palace at Kieff was built of wood 
and brick early in the last century, and was 
burnt down in 1819. The Imperial apart- 
ment’, which were occupied by the Emperor 
and Empress during their recent visit, are 
to the left of the entrance-hall, and are 
fourteen in number, and magnificently fur- 
nished. The Grand Dukes have rooms on 
the floors above.

BEAUTIFUL MALLOW. 
A Graphic Description of a Pretty Lrith 
Town. 

Mallow, with ita soft sounding name, is o 
very English looking town, beautifully sit- 
uated on the Blackwater. Within a stones 
throw of the station is a handsome mansion, 
built purposely for an hote!, where the 
tourist or angler will be very comfortable. 
There is 4 charming look-out from the large 
windows of the epacious coffee-room, There 
aro flower beds bright with red geraniums, 
and a little lawn with laurels, cypresses, 
and araucarias sloping down to a beantifal 
park like meadow, with tall Scotch firs 
scattered about, and sheep making them- 
selves drowsily happy in the pastures, 
Through the thick branches of the timber on 
the further boundary you catch glimpses of 
the roofa and chimneys of the town, Dos- 
cending the long acd broad main street 
which leads down from the railway to the 
bridge over the Blackwater, I was struck by 
the air of old standing prosperity. Seldom 
in a provinolal town of similar size have I 
seen 30 many excellent houses, and moat of 
theso are inhabited by well-to do residents, 
who simply live on their meanes and have 
nothing to do with business. The neighbor- 
hood, too, is unusually aristocratic, and 
there are w: althy landed proprietors, Half 
ths town belongs to Mr, Longueville, who 
has a r-ntal of £8 000 ; the other halt to Sir 
Denham Norreys, whose income is about £6, 
000 ; while Lord Doneraile, the head of the 
St. Leger family, has ao larger rental than 
either, amounting to about £14,000. I saw 
sundry smart private carriages and hand- 
somely-built covered cars, Thore were fash- 
ionably dressed ladies walking in the High- 
street and in the pleasantly shaded subarb- 
an roads, whence great gates opened on 
gravelled approaches, leading into well-kept 
grounds. Altogether, Mallow has an ap- 
pearance of easy life, of cheerful society, 
and quiet home comforts which is yery ploa- 
sant to seo, yet in former times it was 
infinitely gayer, as it is to be hoped that it 
may be far gayer again, A century ago it 
was 4 famous and fashionable sp+, and with 
in forty years it was in full fling, and fre 
quented by the Engli-h as wall as the Irish. 
Shortly before that Sir Donham Norreys had 
built a gracefal pump-room, which stands 
over one of the freest of the warm springs 
Bisowherd I am told that when snow is lying 
on the ground in winter you may sxe the 
water hissing and steaming as it bubbles up, 
tracing’ black water channels down the 
white hillside. The waters are said to have 
much the same properties as the hot wells of 
Clifton, and in former times, when faith 
may have been stronger, they wrought many 
wonderful cures, Now, to all intents and 
purposes, they are deserted by strangers, 
though the Mallow season had the great ad- 
vantage of lasting all the year round ; for 
the average of temperature is marvellously 
even, and even residents who are habituat- 
ed to itmay be heard to complain that in 
the springs and summers the air is enervat- 
ing. Yet the valley, although the woods 
close in upon the water, lies comparatively 
open, and seemingly it should be well venti- 
lated by the breezes which must sweep down 
from the bare grassy ridge to the north 
hanging over it, as the Taunns hills hang 
over Hamburg. 

Bare as these ridges are, they come in as 
very effective backing tothe broad masses 
of wood that clothe the valley so thickly, 
Strolling down through the town and taking 
your stand down upon the hridge, there are 
as charming slyvan views a8 any wayfarer 
need care to revel in. Above, to the right 
and on the outskirts of the town, rises the 
gray spire of the handsome Protestant 
church, where theiris an average congrega- 
tion of about 300, But below is the more 
fascinating rural scenery; there is a ford 
through the sparkling shallowing in the fore- 
ground, where a cart happens to be crossing ; 
there is a pete sloping down from either 
side, with old trees actually striking their 
roots and dipping their boughs in the water ; 
and as the river turns out of sight ina gentle 
sweep, the vista closes into a rich drapery 
of drooping green curtains, And, talking of 
green draperies, there is ivy in profusion 
everywhere; and I feel that in my descrip- 
tions of this South Irish scenery the lvy will 
force itself in as persistently as his Majesty 
Charles the Firat in Mr, Dick’s documents 
in ‘David Copperfield,” There is ivy on 
the buttresses of the bridge itself ; there is 
ivy on the high gray walls that here and 
there embank the parks against the current, 
and there is ivy in great masses on the walls 
and battlements of the grand old castle of 
Mallow, an ancestral fortress of the all- 
powerful Desmonds, which would be the 
most conspicuous of all the chicks from the 
bridge were it not half hidden by the growth 
of the ashes and the beeches, 


A Strange Accumulation. 

Thomas Dick pots the hoarding of wealth 
in this striking way : 

Suppese a man could Jay up a stock of 
clothes and provisions sufiicient to last him 
for 300 years, what would it avail him, 
since he can live at the most but from 70 to 
100 vears? Suppose he laid up in a store 
70 000 pairs of shoes, to what end would it 
serve if he could make use, during his whole 
life, of « nly the one-hundredth part of them ? 
He would be in the same condition as a man 
who had 100 mansions purchased for his re- 
sidence, but could occupy only one, How 
ridiculous it would appear if all that could 
be said of a man while yet he lived was 
simply this—that his whole life had been 
sp‘ nt in collecting and laying up in a store- 
house 60,000 mahcgany chairs which were 
never intended to be used for the furniture 
‘partments, cr 70,000 pairs of trousers which 
were never tobe worn! And where is the 
difference, in point of rationality and util- 
ity, between such absurd practices and 
hoarding thourands of guineas and bank 
notes which are nsver brought forth for the 


of which oranges, grapes, pine-apples and 
bananas are the only varieties to be had in 
most places, and these only by the favored 
few who live in or near large towns. 

Vor canned peaches select freestones, and, 
when they are to be had give the preference 
to large yellow ones, They have a more at- 
trective look if not s better taste than the 
smaller white peaches, Remove the skina 
from the peaches, cut in halves, and take 
out the stones. Instead of paring the 
peaches, pour boiling water over a few ata 
time, and let them scand three or four min- 
utes. The skins will then slip off with a lit- 
tle trouble, For each quart of peaches al- 
low four ounces of sugar and one tea-cupfal 
ot water ; boil two minutes, and skim. Add 
a few peaches ata time, not more than two 
or three quarts, Boil twenty minutes, lift 
out with askimmer, and fill into glass bot- 
tles sot in boiling water. Continue ao until 
all the fruit has been used, then lift the jara 
outcf the water, fill up withthe syrup, and 
seal while hot, 

With pears proceed io the sama way, us- 
ing six ounces of sugar for each quart of 
pears, and bviling thirty minutes, Small 
pears may be canned whole, 

To can plums do not remove the skins. 
Select perfect truit, wash well in soda wat- 
er, drain, and boil for ten minutes, using 
eight ounces of sugar to each quart of 
ploms, 

Grapes should be about two-thirds ripe. 
They are often canned with the seeds left in 
but the moat desirable method is as follows : 
pick the grapes off the stems ; slip the pulp 
out of the skin, place the ekins in the pres- 
erving kettle with enough water to cover, 
and boil slowly ; stew the pulp about three 
minutes, add only enough water to keep 
from burning, The seeds can now be easi- 
ly lifted out with a skimmer, or the pulp 
may be put through asieve. As soon as 
the seeds are removed, add the pulp to the 
ekins, and put in eight ounces of sugar to 
each quart of grap 8. Boil two minutes, 
pour into glass jar?, and seal up while hot, 

Gre pes, plums, and crab-apples make ex- 
cellent jelly. Grape and plum jelly is tart, 
and very good with meat and game, Crab- 
app e is milder flavored and much sweeter 
than the first-named., Catawba grapes make 
a particularly rich-flavored jelly, as also do 
the small Delaware grapes, 

To make grapes into jolly select such as 
are ripe, but nct overripe, Pick them from 
the stems, Place ina kettle, with as little 
water as will keep them from burning. 
Stew quickly, stirring them with a wooden 
spoon until the ekins and pulp begin to sep- 
arate, Strain through a crash jelly-bag, 
then through one of thick flannel. Measure 
the juice, return to to the kettle, and boil 


sugar as there were of juice when measured, 
and boil for ten or fifteen minutes, 

Grape jelly to be eaten with meats is very 
nice spiced. Tosepice four quarts of jelly, 
tie up inthin muslin one tea-rpoonful ot gin- 
ger, same of cinnamon, half a tea-spoonfal 
of cloves, and the same of allspice ; place in 
the kettle with the juice, and remove when 
ready to pour into the glagscs. 

Tomatoes make a pleasant-tasted preserve 
The small egg shaped tomatoes are preferr- 
ed by some, but the other kind well prepsr- 
ed is quite as good, Select smooth, half- 
ripe tomatoes, peel them without scalding, 
placethem in jsrs, and sprinkle sugar over 
them, using two-thirds of a pound of sugar 
toa pound of tomatoes, Let them stand 
until the sugar bas drawn out all the juice, 
then put in a preserving kettle, and boil 
slowly until the tomatoes are tender and of 
adark color, Kemove the tomatoes into 
jars, and, unless the syrup is quite thick, 

oil it longer before pouring it over them. 

Citron preserves are much liked by m ny 
persons, Cut the fruit into qu rters, and 
removethe rind, Boil it until tender ina 
syrup made of water and the weight of the 
fruit in sugar, Remove the quarters toa 
platter, and cat them carefully into icch- 
wipe strips, Cut the etrips in two, and 
pack in jars, Boil the syrup thick, ind pour 
over them, 

Citron can also be made [nto a very nice 
sweet pickl-, Cut the citron in pieces on 
inch thick by twolong, Steam until tender, 
Make a sycup of sugar snd vinegar, allow- 
ing one pint of not too sour vinegar and one 
and ahalf pounds of sugar to every three 
pounis of truit, Boil five minutes, then 
pour over the ateamed fralt which has been 

laced in jare. Let it stand overnight. 

hen pour off the syrup, boil, and while hot 
pour again over the fruit, Repeat again, 
adding spice to taste tothe sysup. Ifthe 
syrup hos boiled down so that the quantity 
is not sufficlent to cover the fruit, add more 
vinegar and eugar. 

Peaches, re, crab apples, plums, or 
eny kind of fruit may be made into a sweet 
pickle by following the above directions 
Water melon rinds make a nice pickle when 
treated in the same way, and much resemble 
citron pickles, 

Sour applea should be selected for apple 
marmalade, peel, core, and cook slowly in 
little water until it isa thick pulp. Mea- 
sure the pulp, snd return to the same kettle, 
To each pint of pulp take oae pound of sug- 
ar, Melt the sugar into a thick syrup ;

The carriages which are used by the 
Queen when travelling long distances are 
comfortable enough to satisfy the most ex- 
acting passenger, end the Imperial train of 
the late Emperor Nopoleon used to be con- 
siderd a miracle of loxury; but the latter was 
ngt feos enough for the late Czar, who 
purchased it, and it was improved and al- 
tered and refurnished outof recognition before 
it was pronounced fit for use in Russia, 
The English saloons sink into utter cotempt 
when compared with it, This train, which 
is always used by the Emperor and Empress 
for long journeys, carricd them to Kremaier 
and back, There are sixteen carriages, of 
which the first isa kitchen, and then come 
one for police agents, one forthe milita: 
suite, three for members of the household, 
and two for the Imperial Family, each Grand 
Dake having an entirely separate compart- 
ment, which can be fitted for either day or 
night use. The carriage of the Empress has 
a spacious sleeping compartment, with a 
hammock-bed, Panties of ebony and uten- 
sils of silver, and an immenre looking-glass. 
There is a bathroom completely fitted, and a 
compartment for the jadyaiveallisk The 
Empress's sitting-room contains a writing-

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BY-LAW No. 105. 


REGULATING THE PUBLIC 
MARKET. 
Be it enacted by the Municipal Council of the Corporation 


A BY-LAW FOR 


lofthe Village of Deseronto as follows:— 


1. ‘That the Market Place of the Village of Deseronto hereby established 


| shall consist of the plot known as the Town Hall lot fronting on the south side 


of Edmond street together with the south part of said street, containing an 
uniform width of forty feet and extending from Centre street to St. George 
street,

Ail meat, vegetables, fish, hay, straw, fodder, wood, lumber, shingles, 
farm produce of every description, small ware, and all other articles brought 
into Deseronto to be exposed for sale and mi keted, Shall be exposed for sale 
in the said market and not in the public streets or vacant lots adjacent to the 
public streets except after the hours provided by “The Consolidated Municipal 
Act, 1883,” and except as hereinafter provided. 

3. Every day in the year shall be a market day except Sunday, Good 
Friday, Christmas Day, and such other days as may be set apart by Procla- 
mation, 

4, That from the first day, of November until the first day of April in 
each year the market shal! be opened on every market day at 7 o'clock in the 
morning and during the rest of the year at six o'clock in the morning and shall 
be closed throughout the year at seven o'clock in the afternoon. 

5. The Clerk of the Market, appointed by the Council, shall obey the 
directions of the Market Committee respecting the carrying out of this by-law, 
and shall see that its provisions are duly complied with by those whose duty it 
is to comply with the same. 

6. It shall be the @aty of the said Clerk to open and close the market and 
to attend to the market uring market hours. 


7, The said Clerk shall not trade directly or indirectly or have any 
direct or indirect interests in the profits or sales of any animals 6r things which 
may be brought and exposed for sale in said market or purchase anything on 
behalf of others, except after the hour of twelve o'clock noon. 

8. The said Clerk shall keep the scales, weights and measures, and every 
thing connected with the weigh house clean and in good order, and he shall 
weigh or measure the different articles that are sold or disposed of as herein- 
after provided whenever he shall be thereunto required by the vendor or pur- 
chaser. 


9. No person shall bring to market expose or offer for sale any tainted or 
unwholesome meat, poultry, fish, or other articles of food, and the said Clerk 
shall inspect al! meats and other articles of provisions exposed for sale or found 
and if any such tainted or unwholesome meat or other articles of food shali be 
so found or exposed, prosecute the offender, and it shall be lawful for him 
to seize all such tainted and unwholesome meat and other articles of food so 
found or exposed and under the direction of the Reeve or any Justice of the 
Peace to destroy the same. 


10. All persons resorting to the public market with a wheelbarrow, hand 
cart, or with any vehicle drawn by one or more horses for the purpose of 
marketing articles shall be guided and controlled by the said Clerk in the ar- 
rangement of the stands and vehicles so as to produce order in the manner 
following, that is to say, the said Clerk shall, after making a proper request, 
and the person’s refusal orneglect to comply therewith, have power to remove 
any hand cart, vehicle, article or thing from off any public crossing or sidewalk 
which may be obstructed by the same. Also that- the said Clerk may deter- 
mine the place or position to be oceupied by any such yehicle or other convey- 
ance without giving preference to any and so as to prevent obstructions of any 
kind, but he shall not exercise any authority to compel any person to conform 
to the provisions of this section except to obstructions pf crossings, roadways 
and sidewalks, and no person shall hinder or molest the said Clerk in the dis- ~ 
charge of his duty. 


11. That said Clerk shall be, ex-officio, Village Constable and shall be 
sworn in as such when entering on the duties of his office. He shall enter into 
a bond himself in one hundred dollars and two sureties to be approyed of in 
one hundred dollars each for the due performance and faithful discharge of all 
his duties and the faithful accounting for and paying over to the Village Treas- 
urer as directed by the Council all money which shall come into his hands, at 
least once in every month but oftener if required; he shall also make such re- 
turns relative to his office as called for from time to time by resolution of the 
Council and shall in all things act in accordance with such by-laws as shall from 
time to time be passed by the Council. 


12. No person shall throw or place any filth or refuse vegetables or other 
matter or commit any nuisance upon any part of the market place or post any 
bills, papers or placards on the weigh house or any public buildings, and the 
said Clerk shall not permit any empty box, barrel, wagon, sleigh, or other arti- 
cle to stand unnecessarily in the market place or allow the market place to be 
encumbered in any manner whatsoever except for reasonable market purposes. 

13. The said market place shall be free from tolls and charges against 
those who attend the same for the purpose of selling any of the above mentioned 
articles therein. A 

i4, That any person selling any article by measure or weight at the said 
market shall do so by imperial measure or avoirdupois weight and if any such 
person shall wrongfully give short measure or weight he shall be deemed guilty 
of a breach of this by-law. z 

15. Whenever any article shall be brought to the said Clerk to be 
weighed which is wet or from any other cause is heavier than such article, if 
merchantable, ought to be, he shall give a weigh note to the purchaser or ouner 
thereof with an endorsement of the deduction which in his opinion ought to be 
on account of wet or other cause. + 


16. Butchers residing in the Village of Deseronto may sell meat in any 
quantity and at any part of the said village during every week day but no 
other person shall sell meat except on the market or in less quantity than by 
the quarter.

If a tapering monument, like that « 
Bunker Dill or like the obelisk in Centeal 
Park, were made with perfectly straight 
sides, it would look to us—for, you see, we 
really cannot trust our own eyes—as if it 
were hollowed in a little, or, as we should 
Say In more scientitic language, its sides 
would appear concave, Those clever Greeks, 
who did so many marvellous things in art, 
thought all this ont, and made their archi- 
tecture upon principles so subtle and 80 
comprehensive that we have never been able 
to improve on them since, They found that 
their beautiful Dorie columns, if made with 
straight sides, had the concave effect of 
whic! I have spoken; and so, with the most 
delicate art in'the world, they make thepillar 
swella little at the middle, and then it ap- 
peared exactly right. The swelling of the 
column at its middle was called entasis, Of 
course, it had to be calculated with the 
greatest nicety, and was actually so very 
slight that it can only be detected by deli- 
cate measurements; but it added greatly to 
the beauty of the columns and to their ef- 
fectiveness, Then the lines which were to 
look horizontal had to receive attention. If 
you look at a long, perfectly level line, as 
the edge of a roof, for instance, it has the 
Appearance of sagging towards the middle, 
The Greek architect corrected this fault by 
making his line rise a little. The front of 
the Parthenon, at Athens, is 101 feet 34 
inches long, and in this the rise from the ho- 
rizontal is about 24 inches. In other words, 
there isa curvature upward that makes it 
a little more than two inches higher in the 
centre than at the ends, and the effect of 
this swelling upward is to meke the lines 
appear perfectly level. Indeed this same 
Parthenon—the most beautiful building in 
the world—when delicately and carefully 
measured was found to be everywhere made 
a little incorrect. so that it may appear right, 
which is certainly an architectural paradox. 
‘The graceful columns, which seem to stand 
so straight, are made to lean inward a little, 
since if they were perfectly true and plumb 
they would have the effect of leaning out- 
ward, The pillars at the corners slant in- 
wards more than the others, and every- 
where the corners are made to look square 


by being in truth a little broader angle.—

In the death of Lord Shaftesbury not Eng- 
land alone, but the entire world, may be 
said to have sustained a loss that will be felt, 
For nearly sixty years he has been before 
the public striving to secure the moral, re- 
ligious, intellectual, and social well boing of 
the opprossed and helpless amor g his fellows, 
He has at length, at the patriarchal a ~ of 
84, rested from his labors. Let us for a mo 
mont review those works and labors of love. 
Fifty years ago the manufacturing intereats 
in Great Britain were making rapid strides. 
A whole generation was springing FP devoid 
of the very rudiments of education, destitute 
of the comforts even of peasant life, doomed 
to~ incessant toil, little removed from the 
brute creation, and by no means so well 
cared for, They were known as the ‘* white 
slaves” of England, and the women and 
children especially were doomed to a worse 
than Egyptian bondage, Inthe mining dia- 
tricts women, stripped to the waist, perform- 
ed the work of beasts of burden, being har- 
nossed to the coal tracks and suffering a liy- 
ing death within the bowels of the earth, 
It was then that Lord Shaftesbury, at that 
time a young member of Parliament known 
as Lerd Ashley, came to their rescue, and, 
In spite of the opposition of the manufac.

School Taxes. 

The question, why shotld the property of 
the country pay for educating the children 
of the country, is, even in this enlightened 
age, frequently asked, and many of those 
who ask the question imply that our taxing 
system is unjust. An American writer thus 
discusses the matter, and we think he does 
so very ably: ‘It is true toa large extent 
that the heaviest school taxes are paid by 
the childless and by business corporations, 
for the large families now a-days usuelly are 
the families of the poor, The beat answer 
that can be given to the query or compliint 
isa simple one. Exch generation of peoplo, 
acting asa whole, educate the succeeding 
generation, A locality must have a certain 
number of inhabitants or it will sutter loss. 
The better the pommunlty educates its chil- 
dren to day the better will the community 
stand at the end of the next quarter-contury, 
Now to raise a family of children costs a cer- 
ta'n amount. Thore are the items of food, 
housing, clothing, medicine, schooling, buri- 
al of the lost ones and possibly damages for 
mischief committed in the course of child- 
hood and youth. Ali these items form a 
large aggregate for each child, but they do 
not by any means constitute the whole bur- 
den of parentage, If parents were paid for 
the trouble of superintendence alone, at the 
rate that superintendents are usually pald, 
they would derive a considerable income 
from their patience and sacrifice and pain, 
But all this is free service, so far as the com- 
munity is concerned It seems eminently 
just that the single item of schooling should 
be borne by the community at large, and in- 
stead of grumbling at the disproportion be- 
tween his tax and the slight benefit he de- 
rives from the school, the rich childless man 
should consider himself « debtor to the lan4- 
less head of the large family. This is the 
true view of the case, We must look at the 
group of children in the family not os the 
property of their parents but as the future 
citizens of the community. There must be 
acertain number of them to take care of 
every one hun ired acres of lanl by and by, 
and the several one-hundred acres must do 
their individual part toward preparing thoir 
occupants for their stewardship,”

the town and take up his line of retreat on 
Kingston, thereby wisely, although blamed 
at the time, eaving his regulars, then few, 
leaving the Americans master of the place, 
which they held for five days and then sailed 
for the reduction of Fort George at the mouth 
of the Niagara river. 


The attack on Fort George was commenced 
on the morning of the 27th of May, 1513, 
The Americans, besides their shipping, had 
an army of nearly 6000 men of all ranks. 
The British force at Fort George,’all told, 
was about 1000 men. Criticising it at the 
present day it would have been wiser in Gen- 
eral Vincent to have taken up his line of 
retreat at once than to have resisted the 
American attack, by which hundreds of his 
best soldiers were sacrificed in a useless 
defence, 

After a spirited defence of eome four 
hours, the British loss of all ranks having 
amounted to over four hnndred men, between 
killed, wounded and missing, Gszeral Vin- 
cent, to prevent being eurrounded and cut 
off, decided on a retreat to the head of the 
Lake, and fell back acrosa (ho ceantry in a 
line parallel o the Niagara river, reaching 
the position at the “Beaver Dam” that 
night, at which place he was joined about 
midnight by Colonel Bishop's force from 
Fort Erie and the other outlying posta on 
the Nisgira, The next morning, tho 25th, 
the now retreating British force of about 
1,600 men continued its retreat until it 
reached the entrenched position at Burling- 
ton Heights. 

The position of Burlington Heights was in 
the neighbourhood of Dunpurn CasTLx, the 
residence of the Jate Sir Allan Macnab and, 
we believe, the Hamilton Cemetery now 
covers the ground on which the entrenched 
works —earthworks—could be seen on the 
writer's first visit to that place in 1844 It 
was an important position during the war, 
boing close by the the road leading up to 
Anoster, by which communication was had 
and kept up with the army of the west, 
under General Proctor, thon serving on tho 
Detroit frontier. It was distant, midway, 
about fifty miles from Fort George and the 
same from York. 


On Saturday, the 5th of June, 1813, the 
advance body of the Amoricans, consisting 
of two brigades of foot, amounting to about 
3,500 men with eight guns, under Generals 
Chandler and Winder, and 250 cavalry under 
Colonel Burns, reached Stoney Crock, driv- 
ing in the rear of the Britioh, The Amort- 
cans had in all noarly 6,000 men, between 
Stoney Creek and FortGoorge, bosides their 
shipping. Genoral Vincent had taken his 
stand that Saturday night, on Burlington 
Hoights, determined to hold it. 

Thesun had gone down that Saturday 
night, closinga woek, the darkest for the 
British arms during the war of 1812, The 
whole of the Niagara Distrlot, oxtonding 
from Fort Erio to Stoney Oreck was that 
night in possession of the enemy, A deop 
gloom pervaded every farm house and ham-
